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Ix compliance with the laws of the State, the following 
report of the condition of the schools of Swanzey, for the year 
ending March 11, 1879, is respectfully submitted. 

For the past year, the sum of $2000.00 was raised for the 
support of the Common Schools of the town; and to this was 
added a Literary Fund of $162.54, which amounted to 
$2162.54. This was apportioned among the several districts 
in the same way as in the previous year. The amount each 
district received, the number of scholars, and amount to a 
scholar, may be seen in Table III. annexed to this Report. 

There have been thirteen schools, reckoning two schools to 
No. 2 and No, 11 each, though the former district had but 
one in the Summer, which, for convenience, we consider the 

_same school as taught by the same teacher in the Winter. 
There has been an aggregate of 31 terms, with an average of 
10 weeks each. Sixteen different teachers have been em- 
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ployed in these schools ; of these, eight belong to Swanzey ; 
and ten taught two or more successive terms in the same dis- 
trict, some having been retained for several terms. 

Our Statistical Reports are not as complete as desirable, 
for the reason that some of the teachers failed to obtain the 
necessary information from the Prudential Committees, and 
others have been unable to comprehend our new form of 
School Register, which is found incomplete, in items which 
we have heretofore reported. 

We regret that this Register, which was supposed to be a 
great improvement (7?) is so poorly understood and univer- 
sally disliked by our teachers. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


District No. 1. Miss L. Maser Lane taught the Summer 
Term, which was but seven weeks in length. The school was 
small, but most of the scholars made good progress for the 
time they attended. She had previously taught in this dis- 
trict, and was reported successful by the Committee. The 
term closed June 1, with an examination, which reflected 
credit upon the teacher and those pupils who remained faith- 
ful to the close. 

Miss Fiorence A. Cor.iss, a teacher of experience, taught 
the Second Term, which continued thirteen weeks. During 
this time there was a pleasant relation between the teacher 
and her pupils, and there was a general satisfaction in the 
district in regard to the school. The teacher labored faith- 
fully for those under her’ charge, and with good results, as 
shown at the end of the term. 

Dist. No. 2. This district had a mixed school in the 
Summer, taught by Miss Crara E. Harpy. Here was work 
requiring all the ordinary tact and patience of an experienced 
teacher. Scholars who had been separated by grading of the 
school the previous year, were again united, and a different 
arrangement of classes had to be made. ‘The teacher proved 
well adapted to the task and succeeded well. There was good 
order, and the school continued to improve to the end of the 
term. 
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In the Fall the school was divided into two Departments, 
and continued fourteen weeks. Miss Harrie C. Lyman, an 
experienced teacher anda lady of scholarly attainments, was 
employed in the Grammar School. And Miss Harpy, who 
taught in the Summer, was retained for the Primary. Both 
are superior teachers, and were equally successful; and the 
district were fortunate in securing their services. Our visits 
to these schools always found them in good order. ‘The 
pupils were respectfully and cheerfully obedient to all the re- 
quirements. ‘The examination at the close proved satisfac- 
tory and met our expectations. With most classes the im- 
provement was marked, showing that they had been well and 
thoroughly drilled. 

Dist. No. 3. Miss Emma M. Lovertine taught both terms, 
comprising, in the whole, twenty-three weeks. ‘The school 
was quiet and orderly, and the pupils were prompt in recita- 
tion, and showed that they had been well instructed. The 
register indicated a regular attendance, and but few instances 
of tardiness. ‘The whole is a good record for the district. 

Dist. No. 4. Both terms were successfully taught by 
Miss Fannre M. Goutp. The school was small, and only 
lacked the stimulus of numbers to create the spirit of emula- 
tion found in larger schools. But the teacher was faithful to 
every duty, and was zealous for the improvement of those 
committed to her care. 

Dist. No, 5. Miss Mary J. Hurts has been employed in 
this school for four successive terms, and considering that 
here she made her beginning as teacher, and in a district 
where she had been a pupil from her earliest school-days, it 
is due to say, that-she has had much more than the average 
success. ‘his year there have been two terms, including in 
the whole twenty-three weeks. The school always appeared 
well at our visits. ‘There was a good attendance in the Sum- 
mer, and eight of the twelve different pupils were neither 
absent or tardy, and there was not a mark of tardiness during 
either term. 

Dist. No. 6. This district has been favored with two suc-_ 
cessful terms of school. Miss Minnie L. Bent taught the 
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First term. Her former experience, together with her natu- 
ral aptness for teaching, enabled her to accomplish a large 
amount of work for this school until the failing of her health 
near the close of the term. Her kindness to her pupils and 
earnest desire to render them assistance, won for her their 
cheerful obedience. ‘Twelve were reported upon the ‘‘ roll of 
honor” as not having been tardy or absent during the term. 

Miss Jennre A. FauLtKner was employed for the Second 
term, and is well known as a popular and efficient teacher. 
Her scholars were generally young, but made rapid improve- 
ment while under her instruction. The district may well ap- 
preciate the services of such a teacher; and they feel, we 
have no reason to doubt, that they could have made no better 
selection. 

Dist. No. 7. Miss Kare E. Lomparp had charge of this 
school during its three terms, in the whole twenty-three weeks ; 
and her labors proved very successful. Her pleasing manner 
in the school-room is well calculated to win the love of her 
pupils, whose respect and confidence she enjoyed. ‘The 
closing examination showed good progress, and the exercises 
of the school were interesting. ‘Some useful and practical 
lessons were taught outside the text-books, which served to 
keep alive the interest of the scholars in their studies. Ex- 
cept for sickness, the average attendance would have stood 
high. 

Dist. No. 8. Miss Mary J. Hoisroox was employed for 
both terms of this school, comprising twenty-nine weeks. 
For one so young, a resident of the district, and without pre- 
vious experience, she did well, and showed an aptitude for the 
work, in which she here made her beginning. In education 
she was well qualified to teach such a school. The reports 
otherwise were unjust and without foundation. With so 
many of the elements of a good teacher, we shall expect. for 
her in the future, a successful experience. The school ap- 
peared well at our visits, and good improvement was made by 
the scholars during the time they attended. The school-house 
remains in a bad condition, and hazardous to the health of the 
children who attend here in the colder seasons of the year. 
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Dist. No. 9. Within the past year the former limits of 
this district have been extended by uniting the territory of 
No. 10, in the town of Richmond, which was effected by the 
concurrent vote of the two districts. This year there have 
been thirty-two different scholars, four of whom belong to 
Richmond. ‘The school, during the three terms, has been in 
charge of Miss Sustr E. Knapp, who proved to be the right 
teacher for the place, and capable of managing and teaching 
this school to the acceptance of your committee, and general 
satisfaction of the district. The various classes made com- 
mendable progress for the year, as shown at the final exami- 
nation, and there was a good degree of thoroughness in the 
studies. The attendance was good, although in the winter it 
was considerably affected by sickness. ‘There were twenty in 
the Fall term neither absent or tardy, and only one instance ° 
of tardiness for the year. ‘Through the enterprise of Miss 
Knapp and those most interested in the district, the school- 
room has been furnished with a clock and a copy of Webster’s 
Unabridged Dictionary. 

Dist. No. 10. The Summer and Fall 'Terms were taught 
by Miss Emma A. FavuLkner, who is known as a successful 
teacher, and as one fully alive to the interests of her school. | 
The different classes, although mostly composed of young 
scholars made excellent improvement under her instruction. 
The attendance was better than usual for this district, and 
there were but few instances of tardiness. The number of 
scholars in the Fall was somewhat diminished on account of a 
few attending the High School. 

Miss S. Axspie Spooner taught the Winter Term. She 
came as a stranger to the school, but soon gained the good 
will and confidence of her pupils, and the esteem of those who 
knew her. She was clear in her method of instruction, and — 
her pupils made good proficiency in their studies. 

Distr. No. 11. This district, known as Union District, has 
had three terms of school, amounting to twenty-nine weeks. 

The Grammar School has been in charge of Mr. G. W. 
Batries, who has given good satisfaction, and has well sus- 
tained himself during the full time of his service. ‘The school 
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has not formerly been considered an easy one to manage ;_ but 
Mr. Barris succeeded in this department without difficulty, 
by first gaining the good will of his pupils. He had the ad- 
vantage and disadvantage of beginning a school that the pre- 
vious year had been the best disciplined and best drilled one 
in town, and to succeed as well would assure the satisfaction 
of the district. The different classes have made good ad- 
vancement for the shool year, and have shown a good degree 
of thoroughness at each examination. The Common English 
Branches including the elements, have received due share of 
attention. It was the aim to teach these as thoroughly and 
practically as possible. In the Spring, besides these branches, 
two studied Algebra and seven Physiology; in the Fall ten 
studied Algebra and seven Physiology; and in the Winter 
ten studied Algebra and thirteen Physiology. The average 
attendance, as shown in our Tables, considering the amount 
of sickness among the pupils, speaks well for the interest of 
the school; and the general deportment takes a high rank. 

Miss Fiorence I. Morse taught in the Primary Depart- 
ment, where she has been retained two years, teaching within 
this time six successive terms. <A school of this class and 
size requires one of the best teachers, and one who is thor- 
oughly qualified in the elementary branches, with tact, and 
an abundant patience for the management. 

Miss Morse has good qualifications ; and she here labored 
with fidelity for those under her charge, and her classes made 
good improvement. In the Spring there were fifty-two dif- 
ferent pupils, with an average attendance of forty-eight, and 


- but few instances of tardiness, and eleven neither absent or 


tardy. Whooping cough and other sickness seriously affected 
the school during both Fall and Spring Terms, causing a 
large number of irregular and non-membership absences, 
which reduced the average attendance below that of the First 
term. Except for sickness, the school would have been highly 
prosperous. 

We add, in conclusion, that we believe this district have 
reason to feel satisfied with the success of their schools for the 
past year. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


For the first year in the history of Swanzey, the town voted 
at its last annual meeting an appropriation for a High School. 
This was but an equitable act in behalf of education, and for 
the benefit of a large class of our young people who are in 
want of a higher instruction and better advantages than are 
usually. afforded in the Common School, and who for this 
reason, are apt to drop off in their attendance at too young 
an age. 

Whether it is better to diminish the appropriation for 
schools and limit education as heretofore, and restrict the in- 
telligence of th® people, or lessen some of our other town ex- 
penses, as for ‘‘ Highways and Bridges.” is a question of 
economy which should be well considered. 

The Fali Term of this School was in charge of Mr. J. W. 
Cross, Jr., of Keene, and was kept in Mt. Ceasar Seminary 
Building. The length was eleven weeks, and the whole 
number of scholars, thirty-six; average daily attendance, 
thirty. The school was smaller than it would have been had 
not so many of the district schools been in session at the same 
time. 

The Spring Term, now in session at West Swanzey, com- 
menced February 18th, and is under the instruction of Mr. 
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D. W. Pike of Franklin, N. H., who is a gentleman of liber- 
al education and a professional teacher. At the beginning of 
the second week of the school, on closing this Report, there 
were sixty-four enrolled members, including several who have 
been teachers, and a large proportion of our best scholars of 
the town. ‘The school is now well classified, is in excellent 
discipline, and in good working order. Our citizens, and the 
parents and friends of education, are cordially invited to visit 
it. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Your Committe have endeavored to give, in brief, an im- 
partial and correct account of our different schools, with sta- 
tistical information in the Tables annexed. We are aware 
that districts, like individuals, have feelings of rivalry in their 
desire for good schools, and that teachers prefer a good repu- 
tation to a bad one, and that they are sometimes disappointed 
in the report of their schools. 

There is but little cause for complaint in regard to selection 
of teachers. Their success will average well with those of 
any of the past few years. <A fair proportion of them have 
proved eminently successful, and the Prudential Committees 
have done well in retaining some of them in the same schools 
for a succession of terms. Some of our young teachers with 
less experience, have labored under disadvantages which 
others have not. While some have found a united feeling in 
their favor, and the utmost~harmony in the districts where 
they taught, to encourage and support them in their labors, 
others have had to contend against influences outside which 
were prejudicial, and corroding to the happiness of the teacher 
and prosperity of the school. Yet such have proved faithful 
in their endeavors to discharge their duties, if not perfect in 
all their capacities. 

With one exception our Text-Books remain the same as 
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for several years. That change has been in the introduction 
of Harper’s Geographies, which have given universal satis- 
faction so far as we have learned. Much advantage has 
already been derived from the change, as by it a new interest 
has been awakened in the study of Geography, and a larger 
proportion than usual have attended to this branch, which 
heretofore has been much neglected. 

It should be the aim and method of those teaching our 
schools not to neglect those elements fundamental to a 
thorough knowledge of the Common English Branches. 

It has been said that ‘‘ much is learned which adds neither 
wealth to the mind or purity to the soul.” and this has appli- 
cation to much taught in our schools. ‘Teachers should drill 
their scholars more in those things most practical and useful 
in the common business of life, and less in those things rarely 
thought of outside the school-room. 

The most prominent defects in the scholarship of those at- 
tending our schools, which we have noticed, is in their writing 
and spelling. Our teachers have been neglecting this exercise 
and study for others of less utility, until many of our older 
scholars have grown up in this deficiency, in which many 
hereafter will undoubtedly remain unless they give more at- 
tention to these elements. We recommend more attention to 
writing and spelling, and occasional written examinations as 
tests for their proficiency in the same. 

We have reason, however, to congratulate ourselves on the 
general prosperity of our Common Schools. The interest in 
them, during the past .year, we are glad to believe, has been 
well sustained. We have observed this in the appearance of 
the scholars at the closing examinations, in the free attendance 
of parents and friends of education on these occasions, and in 
various ways. But the work of awakening and maintaining 
this interest should not rest upon a few only, for all in favor 
of education, should give their influence in the support of good 
schools, and should take their share of the responsibility for 


failure.
